area nnfl no effort seems to have been made to do more, than 
meet the Increased demand for flesh as food due to the 
growth of the State In population.

The Legislators Do Not 


Seem Anxious to 
Tackle the Work. 


SACn.VMENTO. Feb. H.— After put- 


ting In a morning session upon the 
con*Herat1on of the •pronsed amend- 
ment to the Code of Civil Proccedure 
as embodied In the teport of the Code 
Commissioners, the Senate }c*terday 
plainly showed thit It had no appetite 
for the work. The bill Is a substitute 
for the orlglm-l bill, wnd contain* the 
changes that wen- made In committee. 
%\ hon the member* took up th» copies 
and dlscovcied that thy had a book 
In their handu, a •volume containing 
2?0 clos >ly printed page*, they looked 
nt each other askant nnd then muled 
themselves down to work. The clerk 
read the bill section by section. Thete 
aro C.'S of these •sections, and It sicm- 
ecl n cll<mnl prospej-t thnt confronted

Zimmerman was conxlcted In the 


county of Amador October JO. 1SSJ for 
tho crlms of murder, nnd sentenced 
lo Ufa Imprisonment it Folaom. Elexen 
years thereafter at a jneetlns of the 
State Board of Prison Directors .1 pe- 
tition was presentml for his pardon, on 
the ground that It had been discovered 
that he had been conx'lrtecl cm IK rjur- 
ed testimony, and that he it as inno- 
cent. 


In making Its recommenditlon 
to 
Onternnr Markham the Board of Stnte 
Prison Director* said that it appeared 
that the petitioner 
xta* 
conxlcted 
mainly upon the ti ntlroony of mie Kd- 
wnrd NilT. and that without tills In- 
criminating exldence there wa« 
no 
cise agjln<t him. After the cnnxlr- 
tlon of Zimmerman. Neff confessed to 
Hon Charle* T, Jnne* thnt he hH«l tes- 
tified falselv ng-aln-rt Zimmerman 
John A Hagan. txho assisted In the 


prosecution, stated during his life to 
many persons that he knew beyond a 
doubt the Innwence of Zl-nmenmn, 
and that he w ould be able to prese nt 
such strong proof that a pardon could 
not be r-fu'ciil bv the- Ooxernor. The
